Redistricting approved; Buellton now in Fifth 


The Board of Supervisors approved a redistricting 
map Monday which extends the Second D istrict from 
Santa Barbara deep into eastern Goleta Valley, 
apportions much of the city of Santa Barbara to the 
F irst District, and allows Santa Ynez Valley and Isla 
Vista to remain in the Third District. 


The new plan also shifts the community of Buellton 
from the Fourth to the Third D istrict, and brings Los 
Alamos and the southern portion of Orcutt into the 
Fourth District. Both are now in the Fifth District. 
In the unanimous action, the supervisors directed 
an ordinance be prepared to legalize the changes 
agreed to. 
. . . 
These developments occurred at the redistricting 
session; 
—The new boundary lines will mean that one ot the 
two Fifth District planning commission m em bers. 


Darwin Sainz, of Los Alamos, will not be eligible to 
continue at this post. Sainz' residence will be in the 
Fourth D istrict, and Supervisor Curtis Tunnell will 
have to name a replacem ent. Tunnell said he was 
“unhappy" over a ruling by county counsel that a 
planning comm issioner must be in the same district 
as the supervisor naming him. Tunnell lauded Sainz 
for his work on the commission. 
—A Goleta Valley Planning Group spokesman said 
the board was ignoring the wishes of Goleta Valley 
citizens groups in general in not keeping Goleta 
Valley intact as a district. Mrs. Peter B ratt said 
“ twenty-one valley groups expressed this view. 


Mrs. 
B ratt 
urged 
the 
board 
to 
give 
full 
consideration to deleting Santa Ynez Valley from the 
Third D istrict to achieve this aim. “There is no map 
here today reflecting the wishes of the people of 


Goleta Valley," she said. Supervisor Charles F. 
Catterlin said “ Mrs. Bratt is right," and asked what 
happened to that alternative earlier advanced by the 
redistricting 
com m ittee. 
Committee 
chairm an 
H erbert H. Divelbiss said the com m ittee reviewed a 
number of alternatives, including that one, and 
“ finally got two we all agreed on." 


—The proposal of County Clerk J. E. Lewis, which 
would extend the F irst D istrict deep into Goleta 
Valley, and enable Supervisor Catterlin’s Second 
D istrict to rem ain basically in the city of Santa 
Barbara, lost out. Some felt it lost stature when Lewis 
said his proposal was made “ prim arily" because it 
wouldn't interrupt the routine of voting in South Coast 
districts, whereas other proposals would delay some 
voting privileges for one election. Supervisor George 
Clyde had said he felt this w asn't the important issue. 


and Supervisor Catterlin rapped Lewis' statem ent 
saying no one in Los Angeles County ’ was concerned 
at a redistricting there in which 900,000 persons would 
have their vote delayed two years. 
—The new boundary of the Fourth District would be 
extended north to Clark Ave. in Orcutt. Guadalupe 
will be retained in the Fifth District along with 
Cuyama Valley. 
—Isla Vista community spokesmen said they 
opposed the Lewis proposal, and backed inclusion of 
Santa Ynez Valley with Goleta Valley in the Third 
District, under the plan permitting urbanized Eastern 
Goleta Valley to Fairview Ave , north of U.S. 101 and 
south of Cathedral Oaks to come into the Second 
District. The plan utilizes Cambridge and Patterson 
Ave. north of Cathedral Oaks as the west boundary of 
the Second District.

The bone of contention had been 
the question of whether the General 


Plan should rem ain as it has been 
since adopted or whether it should

Development Co., had not created 
the

the area on Burton Mesa should be 
developed with professional office 
and single family homes if it was 
developed at all. Representatives of 


the developer argued successfully, 
however, that it was economically 
unfeasible to build single family 
homes in the location and that 
professional practitioners were not 
interested in the location. They also 
m aintained that they had followed 
the dictates of the General Plan 
closely in developing. 


The com m ittee was formed in the 
early 1960s, and reactivated about a

elem ent for Lompoc Valley. 
As it now stands the issue will go 
to public hearings at the Planning 
Commission level before it goes 
finally to the Board of Supervisors 
for another round of hearings. 


Second

SAN QUENTIN, Calif. (UPI I —The bloodiest outbreak in San 
Quentin’s history may have been part of a plot for a m ass escape 
attem pt by hardened crim inals wearing the uniforms of slain guards 
prison officials said Monday. 
Black revolutionary George Jackson pulled a smuggled gun from his 
Afro-style hair Saturday, officials said. Only minutes before, he had 
been visited by attorney Stephen Mitchell Bingham, grandson of a 
form er Connecticut governor and U.S. senator. 
Twenty m inutes later Jackson and five others lay dead, including 
three guards and two white inm ates whose throats were slashed with 
razor blades. 
Angry state authorities Monday set a new get-tough policy against 
“ revolutionary type" inm ates and their visitors, and sought Bingham, 
29, grandson of the late Hiram Bingham, “ for questioning about the 
smuggled gun." 
The gun, a 9-mm autom atic with its grip handles removed, was 
believed to have been smuggled to Jackson in a tape recorder, officials 
said, explaining why it w asn't discovered by a m etal detector chec 
given all visitors. 
Jackson, one of three “ Soledad Brothers " awaiting trial at San 
Quentin for the slaying of a Soledad prison guard, was shot to death as 
he dashed out of the “ adjustm ent center“ for hardcase convicts. The 
29-year-old convict had been praised by radicals throughout the world 
for his book “ Soledad Brother, " a series of his letters w ritten while 
behind bars. 
State D irector of Corrections Raymond F. Procunier said the 
guards' bodies were stripped when found piled in Jackson's cell. He 
said the plan could have been for the inm ates to use the uniforms and 
escort Jackson back to the visitor center, where they could take 
hostages and try to escape. 


Try for more money 
for home loans

was confident the two actions would 
halt an upward climb in mortgage 
interest rates. 
The upswing started in June and 
accelerated in July after a sharp 
decline from historic highs reached 
during the tight money period of 
1969 and 1970. At that time interest 
rates paid by home buyers were as 
high as 9 per cent.

F^uropean nations decided on a 
general “float' policy—their currency was 
allowed to find its own level against the 
dollar according to supply and demand 
In laindon. the pound sterling, allowed to

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Freeze will not affect 
county tax increase 


Hopes 
expressed 
by 
some 
county 
officials that the administration's wage- 
price-rent freeze would have a beneficial 
effect on the upcoming county's 1971-72 tax 
levy were dashed Monday. 
Administrative 
Officer 
Raymond 
D. 
Johnson and Auditor Controller A. T. 
Eaves Jr. — who often do not agree with 
one another — both said they felt the 90-day 
freeze decree continuing to November 
could not help in reducing a looming 70- 
cent or more increase in the levy this year. 
County Counsel George Kading said he 
hoped to make a ruling bv next Monday on 
the question whether the county salary 
readjustment ordinance adopted last June 
I was affected by the temporary freeze. 
The county has set aside $650,000 in the 
1971-72 budget for salary readjustments 
this fiscal year. 
Eaves is slated to recommend the new 
tax levy Monday for adoption by the Board 
of Supervisors. 
The county budget will still include 
salary adjustment contingency funds for 
the year even though the pay increases 
recommended for county employees (21/2 
per cent in many cases) will be held up for 
three months or more. 
This would mean, as Supervisor Francis 


H. Beattie showed, that the benefits ot the 
freeze might first show up in next year's 
budget. He felt a “carryover fund could be 
achieved'' through a freeze situation this 
year. 
Kading said he frankly was sparring for 
time before making a ruling which "could 
be wrong. " 
The principal legal question is whether 
the county ordinance provision to make 
salary readjustm ents effective July I can 
be used to sidestep effects of the wage 
freeze. Otherwise, any salary raises voted 
later might not apply until a new ordinance 
is enacted. 
“ There are good argum ents on both 
sides,” said Kading. 
"Federal people we 
have contacted say its debatable. 
He said 
"guidelines just aren't sufficient at this 
time to give a ruling.' 
However, the board did decide Monday 
— on 
Kading s advice — that m erit 
increases cannot be approved during the 
three-m onth 
freeze, 
and 
w on't 
be 
retroactive when the freeze is lifted. 
When Supervisor Curtis Tunnell raised 
the point that the current ban on merit 
boosts would mean a saving. Johnson 
maintained 
merit 
pay boosts are not 
"specifically' provided for in the budget

OCEAN FISHING 
Salmon fishing still on the quiet side out of Port San Luis 
with very little change during the week. But bottom fishing 
remains excellent with big ling cod now coming in to the 
shallower water to spawn. The salmon fisherman have got 
a gleam of hope. Checking with some north country 
fishermen, the report is that the chinooks are slowly 
moving down coast. They have been running well in the 
Monterey area, so it is hoped that they will stay a while in 
our waters. 
Be this as it may, salmon are here. And as we said 
before, are to be had in deep water — far to deep for the 
average boat owner to get at them. Another favorable sign 
is that the fishing has slowed down in the Trinidad and 
Eureka districts. So the above presumption may be in 
order, and the Red Light and other markers may soon come 
into their normal summer fishing. 
The albacore are still a long way out from our shores, 
some seventy miles from Morro Bay, and at this time there 
is a boat going out daily for them. However, the water is 
still on the cold side and only a change in the ocean currents 
will bring the long fins within easy fishing distance. 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
At Lake Nacimiento marina manager Art Price reports 
fishing to be holding up well in spite of warm weather. 
Black bass fishing has taken an upswing with lots of limits. 
Fish are running a little larger with the occasional lunker 
being taken. Best fish last week was a 5 lb 4 oz taken on a 
plastic worm worked off a rocky point. 
White bass fishing still going strong with limits plentiful. 
The fish are real fighters, reminding anglers of hitting a 
school of bonito. When a school is located everyone seems 
to hook up at the same time. Limits will run around a pound 
per fish, with the occasional lunker up to 3 lbs being caught. 
A small “ Regel" lure trolled across the shallow flats 
appears to be the best rig to take them on Be sure and 
watch out for taking over a limit five fish. It might be 
expensive! 
Crappie action on the slow side, but catfishing has been 
good both for channels and whites. Fish are not over big — 
up to 6 lbs — just good eating size. 
Margarita Lake fair to good on bass and crappie. with 
several limits of the bronze backs being brought in with an 
average size of 3 lbs. best. In fact, one might say the only 
time IS late evenings. F^lastic worms and lead head jigs 
worked in the deep spots near the cliffs yield best results. 
Whilst camping is not allowed on the lake shore, there is 
a very good camp ground and trailer park within half a mile 
of the lake. Rumors are to the effect that a request to allow 
lake shore camping is being considered If this is the case, 
the popularity of this lake will really be something. It is a 
very beautiful spot and would soon pay for itself 
Lopez Lake shows signs of improvement in as far as the 
trout are concerned. We actually saw some trout taken 
from the Cottonwood area shore that would run about 
fourteen inches. Bait used was the good old standby of 
marshmallow and salmon eggs. Trolling had been very 
good, but slowed off towards the end of the week All in ali. 
It looks as though the fall may make trout fishing for the 
shore anglers a possibility again — providing we get some 
ram. 
As a strictly game-fish angler, we may have been 
somewhat remiss in our views as to the population of 
sunfish in the lake. But the arrival of our youngest 
grandchild changed the picture. The youth had never fished 
very much, so we got him a spinning outfit and he spent the 
afternoon practicing casting—much to the annoyance of 
travelling cats and dogs. The next three days saw us at the 
lake. The boy had the time of his life, decimating the 
sunfish population with the understanding he had to dispose 
of his catch 
The first day’s take he pawned off on an 
unsuspecting neighbor. Next day the local feline population 
was surfeited with fish And the next day, well our roses are 
looking just fine! We now appreciate how a boy can really 
enjoy sun fish angling. The grandson is now thoroughly 
dedicated, and Heaven help his father on weekends At 
present he is no fisherman bi t time may tell! 
The northern and central parts of the state may expect a 
great change in fishing conditions if the expected break in 
the weather develops. 
Steelhead are starting to appear in the Klamath, Trinity, 
and Eel River with fish up to 8 lbs being taken Trinity 
County shows Lewiston Lake full. Other areas normal and 
dropping, waters warming and fishing slow. Further south, 
Shasta Lake good with Sacramento River north of Redding 
improving 
Feather River district activity slowed to a walk, with a 
few fish coming into Almanor up to 12” . 
Good fly fishing reported on the Tule River, near Quaking 
Aspen Streams running into the Kern River picked up. 
Trolling good in Isabella Lake River from Democrat Hot 
Springs slow with water low and warm. 
HUNTING 
Waterfowl regulations for the coming season were set 
last Thursday by the State Fish and Game Commission 
They will be contained within the fVamework adopted by 
the Department of the Interior, and will be promulgated 
soon as received from Sacramento It is expected that there 
will be little change from last year. 
A variety of factors, including hot, dry weather that sent 
hunters back to camp early, reduced hunting pressure as 
much as 40 percent on the opening weekend of the deer 
season Condition of animals was good, and most were out 
of the velvet. In San Luis Obispo County overall pressure 
about the same as last year, but shift in area hunted. In the 
Central Valley Pressure and kill down from last year. 
A total of 959 sea otters, which is within 8 percent of the 
record number last year, has been counted along 147 miles 
of California coastline. They were spotted between Cayucos 
and Seaside in an aerial survey by the DFG. Conditions 
were not too good, but the census showed 187 sea otters 
south of the otter refuge between Cambria and Cayucos 
Largest rafts of the otters were located in the Monterey 
Pacific Grove, Salmon Creek and Cambria areas, with 
mothers and pups seen from Cape San Martin south to 
Ragged Point.

I NDI ANAP OL I S , I n d - 
(NEA)—A few months ago 
a Vietnam veteran named 
Dwight Johnson walked into 
a Detroit candy store and 
t r i e d to rob it of, v e r y 
nearly, peanuts. He was shot 
in the process and killed. 
The next day’s news hit 
many Americans hard. For 
Johnson was no ordinary 
crook; he was holder of the 
nation’s highest citation for 
courage—the Medal of Honor 
—and millions who read of 
his desperate end agonized 
over how this valiant soldier 
could have sunk so low. 
The full answer, likely, is 
impossible to know. 
But p a r t i a l explanation 
should be o b v i o u s . The 
Medal of Honor is, after the 
shooting stops, only a ribbon 
on a lapel. It does not be­ 
stow sainthood; it is not a 
passport to success; it is no 
guarantee of privileges for 
its wearer. 
Nobody knows this better 
than Medal winners them­ 
selves. And some of the 3,365 
official, historic winners, in 
this war and others, have 
found out the hard way. 
Take Gary Wetzel as an­ 
other e x a m p l e . In some 
ways, except the ultimate, 
he parallels the J o h n s o n 
tragedy. In fact, he knew 
Johnson. The two fought the 
war at the same time, did 
their heroics only a few days 
apart, 
and received their 
r e c o g n i t i o n s during the 
same ceremony, on Nov. 19, 
1968, at the White House.

Then they both went their 
separate, but equally sad, 
ways. 
Wetzel, red-haired, sharp- 
featured and 21, returned to 
his hometown, Milwaukee, 
“ with my head in my rear 
end.” That is, blinded by his 
own importance. He had, 
after all, committed one of 
the most spectacularly cou­ 
rageous feats of the Viet­ 
nam war. As a helicopter 
door gunner, shot from the 
sky,

As for his past: “Some­ 
times I wish I hadn't won 
the Medal. It can change 
you if you let it. Like me, it 
changed me for the worse. 
I thought the world owed me 
a living. I was a real ass, I 
guess.” 
Despite Gary Wetzel's ad­ 
mirable introspection of the 
past few months, it should 
be said that his guilt was one 
of degree, not originality. 
There have been 195 Medal 
of Honor winners in Viet­ 
nam, 123 died there, and 
three have e x p i r e d back 
home. Of the 69 still alive, 
m a n y , if not most, h a v e 
flirted with self-importance. 


The flirtation is natural 
enough according to Tom 
Kelley, past president of the 
Medal of Honor Society (310 
members). Kelley, of New 
York City, won the Medal 
himself, in World War II, 
and knows w h e r e o f he 
speaks: “Well, you get such 
immediate 
attention 
after 
winning that it can be over- 
w h e l m i n g . Some people 
think it’ll last forever. So a 
lot of them go through the 
bit of the high and the 
mighty. We’ve had a num­ 
ber of fellows who get un­ 
favorable writeups in the 
papers. But what they usu­ 
ally need is a few breaks 
and when they get them 
they straighten out. Almost 
all Medal winners wind up 
as law-abiding citizens 
One s u c h c i t i z e n is 
Sammy Lee Davis, 22 years 
old, of West Salem. 111. He 
was another soldier in the 
war with Wetzel and John­ 
son. And he was given his 
Medal of Honor in the same 
Nov. 19, 1968. ceremony. 
Davis was cited for “intre­ 
pidity” while an artillery 
gunner. What he did was to 
assist three men during a 
s k i r m i s h in the Vietnam 
delta region. The three were 
across a river, wounded, cut 
off, with the enemy heading 
toward them; Davis, himself 
wounded, forded the water, 
in withering fire, and saved 
them, 
Now he lives less aggres­ 
sively in West Salem (pop. 
1,000) where the only con­ 
flict going on is why the 
town is named West Salem, 
when it’s east of the real 
Salem. Davis prefers not to 
get involved, choosing in­ 
stead to watch himself and 
his wife get fat (he’s 220 
now, she’s pregnant), fishing 
thrice w e e k l y and racing 
motorcycles. “ I got a 450-cc 
Honda in the yard. I use to 
own a half-dozen or so. But 
I’m not so hot about it as I 
was. I spend most of my 
time these days at demoli­ 
tion derbies.” 


If S a m m y Davis ever 
flirted with a feeling of self- 
importance, he does not ad­ 
mit it. And in fact would 
have been s o u r l y disillu­ 
sioned if he had. He’s plain 
folks in West Salem. He was 
born not far from the feed 
store. He lives in a small 
rented house where the liv­ 
ing room opens on the bed­ 
room and the airy windows 
testify that this is farm coun­ 
try. Now and then somebody 
asks him to make a speech, 
which he does happily, but 
there’s little fuss over the 
home town hero. 
“I remember there was a 
fuss when I first won the 
.Medal. The owner of a local 
factory called on me and 
said. 
Don’t worry about a 
thing, we'll give you a job 
;nd take care of you.’ So 1 
went to work with him. I’ve 
been there three years now, 
I'm a sheet-metal puncher, 
End I make $1.80 an hour. 
So you see I’m not getting 
rich or anything. And that’s 
the 
way 
it 
s h o u l d 
be, 
shouldn’t it? 1 don’t see any 
r e a s o n 
why 
the 
Medal 
should make me a big man 
in West Salem.” 
Most 
Medal 
w i n n e r s 
would agree with Sammy 
Davis. Publicly, anyway, as 
a group they are a stalwart 
bunch of men, almost ro­ 
mantically modest, etc. This 
is not to say they were al­ 
ways this way, as many will 
candidly admit; but there is 
a responsibility that goes 
with the Medal which man­ 
dates m o d e r a t i o n in all 
things. So it is that the 
Medal winners are seldom 
celebrities, e x c e p t when 
they’re in trouble 
But while the w i n n e r s 
strive to avoid controversy, 
some will not run from it. 
There are problems con­ 
nected with the Medal of 


D W IG H T JOHNSON: He 
was no ordinary thief.

‘bigger than all outdoors?’ 


SAMMY DAVIS: Is he “a 
big man in West Salem?” 


KEN STUMPF: Can the 
Medal of Honor be 
degrading?

Honor, and some admit it. 
Sgt. Ken Stumpf, as exam­ 
ple, complains his Medal (he 
won it for blasting an enemy 
bunker) is in some ways 
very degrading. “It makes 
you a target for every jeal­ 
ous freak around. If I walk 
into a bar with 10 guys 
there, and I say hello to 
nine of them, the one fellow 
1 missed will sure as hell get 
hot about it and start some­ 
thing.” 


And, too, there are spe- 
c ie I problems c o n n e c t e d 
with winning the Medal in 
V i e t n a m . Stumpf says he 
would rather have won the 
honor in a war people sup­ 
ported. 
“We should win full military 
victory (or) get the hell out 
. . . the middle road has 
proven a failure.” 


And if the c o m p l a i n t s 
sometimes sound shrill (one 
w i n n e r says the $100 a 
month given to all recipi­ 
ents is “chintzy") it is all 
quite normal. For the com- 
plainers in this case are all 
quite norma! Just men. Not 
supermen. Just men. The 
things they have done were 
superb and unselfish. But 
they 
are 
mortal—capable 
as Dwight Johnson was, of 
hard error, or, as most oth­ 
ers, of decency and routine.

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Zero population 


Simple arithmetic long ago made it clear that the only 
question regarding zero population growth is “ when/ 
not 
it 
T o that question has lately been added a “ how 
A new nonprofit Coalition for a National Population 
Policy. formed bv Dr 
Milton Eisenhower and Sen 
Joseph I) Tvdings, I) Md . with representatives from 15 
major conservation 
and population groups on its 
executive committee, has called for the United States to 
declare zero population growth — ZPG — official 
national policy. A congressional resolution to that effect 
has been signed bv 33 senators and 25 representatives 
The coalition would reach this goal by a number of 
strategies, including reform of the tax laws, which it 
claims encourages very large families' 
and penalizes 
childless couples and the unmarried 
Either we must act now to develop national, 
voluntary policies and programs to stabilize U.S. 
population size or face the possibility of a drastic 
deterioration in the quality of national life and the 
collapse of many of our cherished institutions under the 
^heer weight of numbers, 
warns Tvdings. 
This is the accepted wisdom today. But is doom 
inevitable and just around the decade unless we “ act 
now’ ? 
A zero rate of increase in the United States starting 
immediately is not only “ not feasible but I believe not 
desirable, 
says Anslev J. Coale. director of the Office 
of Population Research at Princeton, 
He points out that to attain ZPG immediately, it would 
be necessan to cut the birth rate about in half. For the 
next 15 to 20 years, women would have to bear children 
at a rate that would produce only a little over one child

per completed family. 
’At the end of that time we would have a very peculiar 
age distribution with a great shortage of young people,” 
says Coale, “ ... much like that of a health resort. ” 
The 
resulting 
social 
and 
economic 
disruptions 
represent too large a cost to pay for the advantage we 
might derive from reducing growth to zero right away, 
he says A gradual approach is better, to allow us to 
adjust to a drastically changed population structure in 
which half of all Americans would be over 37 instead of 
27, as is the case today. 
How gradual? 
Chicago University sociologist Donald J. Bogue flatly 
predicts that no more babies will be born in the year 2001 
than will be born in 1971 
Already he points out. the WASP (White Anglo-Saxon 
Protestant) and Jewish populations are reproducing 
below replacement levels. Most of the country’s recent 
slackened growth has been contributed by minority 
groups, such as blacks. Spanish - speaking Americans 
and Roman Catholics, whose birth rates are moderately 
above average. 
The birth rate among these groups is now declining, he 
says. 
Thus zero population growth is not only a desirable 
situation but one that apparently is coming whether 
Congress passes a resolution about it or not. 
Certainly the government should take advantage of 
what Bogue calls the “ heaven - sent opportunity” of the 
“ fertility recession” by encouraging its continuance. 
And what is not needed is panic or ill - advised crash 
programs of one sort or another. 


Don't look now... 


Yesterday the city began the first 
of the property inspections under

other hand he has a rather engaging 
optimism that property owners will 
move to correct déficiences when 
city workers call them to their 
attention. 


There is also the understanding 
that the city officials will act with 
restraint and good judgement. It 
would 
be 
impractical 
to 
act 
otherwise. 


The question of removing signs 
that have outwardly at least lost 
their practical value is a manysided 
o n e , 
d e p e n d i n g 
on 
t h e 
circumstances. For example the 
owners of the Minnie Pearl signs on 
North H Street could well claim a 
h a r d s h i p 
a n d 
a r g u e 
t h a t 
momentarily they are about to sell 
the franchise and the new owner 
would be stepping in to operate 
The particular issue raises thorny 
questions that

The Ripon Society is the little 
band 
of 
pleasant 
Cambridge 
amateurs whose mission on earth is 
to erase the distinctions between the 
Democratic and Republican parties. 
They style themselves “ Progressive 
Republicans,” which is an okay 
description of their beliefs and 
objectives, on the understanding 
that it is impolite to ask these young 
professors and operators to explain 
the difference between Progressive 
R epublicans 
and 
P ro g re ssiv e 
Democrats. 


The bulletins of 
the Ripon Society 
are not inherently 
important, howeveF 
commendable 
for 
their literacy and 
wit. 
But

President 
Nixon’s China ini­ 
tiative. 
It bears

Society was crowing about Mr. 
Nixon’s China venture. 


“ Let us give solemn thanks to 
Richard Nixon,” says the Ripon 
Forum of August 15. “ Who would 
have thought that in one fell speech 
he

predestinations 
of 
Kevin Phillips, all the warnings of 
right wing revulsion, all the puff - 
adder menace of the Committee of 
One Million, all the ritual legacy of 
William Knowland and Walter Judd

superstitions about the iron - fisted 
grip of Republican opinion; who 
would have thought that finally it 
would be Richard Nixon who would 
prove the validity of the progressive 
Republican strategy we have been 
proclaiming so long that the words 
become a hopeful litany we say as 
much to reassure ourselves as to 
persuade others?” 
This 
judgment 
is 
interesting 
beyond the mere factional disputes 
between liberal and conservative 
Republicans. On the factional point, 
it is a point to remember that John 
L i n d s a y ’s 
de f e c t i on 
to 
the 
Dem ocratic 
party 
took 
place 
several weeks after the Kissinger 
trip, which is the cause of the Ripon 
Society’s jubilation over triumphant 
progressivism in Nixon s policies in 
the Far East. Mr. Lindsay left the 
Republican party in pursuit of his 
own fortunes. 
But internal squabbling between 
Republicans 
and 
Republicans 
manques’ aside, it is instructive to 
take note of the jubilation of the 
Ripon 
Society. 
They 
treat

initiative of Mr. Nixon as suggesting 
the beginning of a new era. They 
hail the universal approval given to

Democrats who earnestly hope that 
the North Vietnamese will triumph 
over South Vietnam — simply to 
prove their point that we have been 
waging an unwinnable war — than 
there are right - Republicans who 
hope that Red China will embarrass 


Nixon in order to prove that they 
were right in warning against his 
approach to summit conferences 
with Chou En-lai. 


But the quality of the enthusiasm 
for 
Mr. 
Nixon's 
initiative 
is, 
regrettable and alarmingly, to be 
compared with the elation felt in 
most English quarters when Mr. 
Chamberlain took the initiative in 
meeting with Hitler in Munich. The 
Riponers of England were talking 
then about the inspired leadership of 
Mr. Chamberlain, a year or two 
before a lot of them died in pitched 
battle against the soldiers whose 
leader Mr. Chamberlain sought to 
appease. 
It is easy to be inspiring by doing 
that which sweeps people off their 
feet. Peace - talk does that, every 
time. 
The 
Question 
remains 
unanswered: what have we gotten 
from the Red Chinese?

to 
my 
boyhood.” 
Herb Divelbiss grew up on a dairy 
farm near Pueblo. Colo. Part of his 
family is still dairying there. And he 
has an uncle who is dairying in 
western Washington. 
On 
his 
vacation 
this 
year, 
Divelbiss spotted a pleasant 60-acre 
property with farmhouse and two 
barns situated in lush countryside 
near the hills, north of Everett. This 
will be the Divelbisses new home for 
a long period to come, if everything 
goes well. 
Herb said the “ ex-dairy property 
will be reactivated to raise dairy 
cattle. 
Northwest Washington is dairy 
country, and there always is the 
need there of the dairy industry to 
raise dairy cattle, he says. 
It isn't as though the Divelbisses 
will be plunging from gentleman 
farm er types to the real thing. For 
several years now, they’ve been 
doing a heap of farming and outdoor 
living at Ballard 
“ I like working with animals, 
says Divelbiss. He has had a milk

With their son and daughter both 
married, the Divelbisses feel they 
can take a broad step in a new and

direction 
Wife 
Fran 
spent eight years in county employ, 
first at the county clerk's office in 
Santa Barbara, and 
later as a 
switchboard operator at the county 
building in Solvang. 
Divelbiss has some mixed feelings 
about leaving (he resigned in early 
May and has stayed on until the 
naming of a new director, Britt 
Johnson). But in the main he is 
looking forward to a new, healthier 
life. 


“ Planning work has been exciting 
and stimulating,” he said “ But I 
feel it is time to get back into a

Boys and girls discover 
fascinating new worlds in 
educational, stimulating toys 


Everybody is interested in toys, 
and when it comes to child devel­ 
opment experts, the educational 
value of a toy holds special fas­ 
cination 


“Many toys are such faithful 
replicas of the real thing that they 
leave nothing to the im agination,'' 
according to the Child Study Asso­ 
ciation as quoted in “Changing 
Tim es’’ magazine "Such realism 


may be okay once in a while, but 
all children need toys capable of 
stimulating the imagination 


Or. as Professor Robert Hueb- 
ner of the University of Maryland 
phrased it for “ Good Housekeep­ 
ing." “ A parent should be sure that 
a toy will involve a child rather 
than make him a spectator ” 


Even the stately business maga­ 
zine. “ Forbes,” thought the sub­ 
ject worthy of note “ A toy should 
be something that stim ulates the 
child, stim ulates his emotions and 
his recognition of objects," said 
the child psychiatrist William C. 
Combs in “ Forbes." "Children 


learn to develop by playing the 
way an adult learns by reading.” 


Science sets are traditionally 
the potatoes of the toy business 
Their content doesn t vary a great 
deal from one year to the next 
Parents consider them solid, good- 
value-for-the-dollar purchases In 
fact, science toys maintain a fairly 
stable place m sales ledgers — 
until there s an economic reces­ 
sion 
They then move ahead of 
other toys 


The Golden Science Series, in­ 
troduced by Sears. Roebuck and 
C o , is unique because it attem pts 
to retain the educational advan­ 
tages of these conventional (but 
often 
unexciting > 
science 
sets 
while taking modern professional 
opinion into account 


For example, the five instruc­ 
tion books accompanying the seven 
kits in the series are written by 
Bertha M. Parker and Alice F 


Martin, a writing team with more 
than 100 children's science books 
to their credit, and the widely pub­ 
lished entomologist-sociologist-an- 
thropologist, George S 
Fichter 
The books outline progressively 
more difficult experiments, so that 
the child logically builds his scien­ 
tific knowledge. Chemicals, speci­ 
mens, slides and the like are m eti­ 
culously labeled; warnings appear 
where called for Golden Science 
reassures the parent who wants 
the toy to supplement the child’s 
school work In short, it upholds all 
the science-set traditions 


It also establishes a few of its 
own. 


The books are colorful, lavishly 
illustrated and published in hard 
cover — a rarity in science kits. 
They also discuss only those ex­ 
periments that can actually be 
done with the m aterials provided 
in the kit — also a rarity Three of 
the four chem istry sets are ac­ 
companied by a m etal chemicals 
tray and work table 


Sears, exclusive distributor of 
the Golden Science Series, agrees 
with Dr Combs, who believes: 


Most of all, an educational toy 
should be fun.” 


The best place to study is at a 
table or desk — not on a bed where 
you can become too relaxed 


Far more seemly were it for 
thee to have thy study full of books 
than thy purse full of money.

When your child comes home 
from his first day at school this 
fall, don’t be surprised to find 
“ guitar" among his classroom 
subjects It’s the newest trend in 
school music education 


But this doesn't mean your house 
is going to rock with the loud hys­ 
terical wailing you may associate 
with the electric guitar Instead, 
your child will be learning beauti­ 
ful music on the non-amplified, 
acoustical guitar you knew and 
loved years ago. 


Educators, who have always 
agreed that music is as important 
to a complete education as math, 
languages and science, are dis­ 
covering that the guitar has a 
unique potential for bringing more 
music to more students, inex­ 
pensively. 


The instrum ent is eagerly ac­ 
cepted by students The classic or 
folk guitar represents the "new 
sound" in music, the tender, in­ 
dividual sound produced by today’s 
young musicians 


The guitar is probably the most 
personal instrum ent of all It can 
be played alone for creative enjoy­ 
ment; it can accompany other 
instruments or singers; and it per­ 
forms all kinds of music, from 
ballads to jazz 


Classroom guitar, now formally 
offered for the first time in public 
and parochial schools, is the result 
of long research by the company 
that pioneered the .school band 
movement in the 20’s. 


C. G. Conn. Ltd , Oak Brook. 
Illinois, a m usical instru m ent 
m anufacturer for 100 years, has 
developed a "m ulti-level" class­ 
room guitar program that com­ 
bines good guitars with a program 
that any instructor can teach 
Books, charts, pictures, cassettes 
and records are combined in a 12- 
week course that covers not only 
basic playing techniques, but all 
aspects of music such as harmony, 
tempo, rhythm — even how to 
listen to music with more appre­ 
ciation. 


Furthermore, tne course recog­ 
nizes that young people want to 


play their own music, so the les­ 
sons are based on contemporary 
music, from the Beatles to Bacha- 
rach Even a rank beginner can 
play a song after his very first 
lesson! 


Jerry Ackley, who developed the 
program for Conn. reports that 
schools offering the course have 
been overwhelmed by applicants. 
Students from elementary to high- 
school age are eager to join. 


Another factor which makes 
classroom guitar successful is that 
the guitar costs much less than 
most musical instruments. For 
about $60 you can furnish your 
child with a well-made guitar that 
is easy to play and produces a true 


So if your child, for one reason 
or another, has missed the music 
opportunities that most schools 
offer in band and orchestra, let 
him learn about m usic while 
strumming a guitar. 


And once you’ve heard him play­ 
ing and singing, you’ll probably 
want to try it yourself. 


Higher education is well for 
those who can use it to advantage, 
but it too often fits a man to do 
things for which there is no de­ 
mand, and unfits him for work 
which there are too few to do.

Talented teens win annual 
awards, picture their 
future with palette, brush 


Schools are teaching guitar 
.. .the beloved, non-amplified 
acoustical musical instrument 


At a time when more and more 
students are fixing their sights on 
work that will bring them inner 
satisfaction as well as a paycheck, 
it’s not surprising that many of 
the state winners in the annual 
"Q-Tips" Art Awards competition 
for teens are eyeing future careers 
in art. 


A survey of this year's fifty-one 
state prize winners shows that 
more than half of the students like 
the career potential of a palette 
and brush 
(Many past winners 
went on to college level study and 
careers in art as teachers, com­ 
mercial artists and architects.) 


During the past ten years, the 
unique competition has attracted 
entries from more than 75,000 
talented junior and senior high 
school students from every state 
in the union 


From West Virginia, through the 
mid-west to the Texas panhandle, 
top winners in this art competition 
indicate they have been painting 
since crayon days and would like 
to go right on doing so. 


Take seventeen-year-old Diane 
Lenhart, West Virginia's top win­ 
ner who has this to say: " I’ve been 
painting since I was five and I 
really love it It’s encouraging to 
win prizes for doing something I 
really enjoy and I hope, after high 
school to go on to art school al­ 
though I haven’t completely de­ 
cided just what aspect of art I'll be 
involved in." During her school 
years, Diane has walked off with 
six top art prizes 


Texan Floyd Privette, an eight­ 
een-year old Houston senior, an­ 
other state winner in the annual 


“Q-Tips" Art Awards competition, 
would rather paint than almost 
anything else — except play var­ 
sity football and baseball. 


“I’ve always enjoyed art classes 
in school and hope to go right on 
studying art after graduation," he 
says. "Although this is the first 
art prize I’ve ever won," he notes, 
“ last year I earned my first pay­ 
checks painting signs during sum­ 
mer vacation ” 


In still another part of the coun­ 
try, another state prize winner, 
Mary Ann Brooks of Kansas City, 
Missouri says, “ I've loved painting 
ever since 1 could hold the brush — 
and I began taking art lessons 
when I was five years old." 


Since then seventeen-year-old 
Mary Ann has taken art lessons at 
the University of Missouri and this 
summer spent a month in Europe 
studying art in Florence She hopes 
to return for more prolonged study 
when she is older. “ I haven’t quite 
decided where I will best fit in but 
I know I want to make some aspect 
of art my life's work.” As of now, 
she is holding on to samples of 
each year’s art work — just in case 
she has a one-woman show some 
time in the future.
